5 31.—The enor- 
mity and variety of tasks confronting 
American army engineers in making 
the expeditionary force in France a 
single unit independent of French and 
British aid were cmphasiz 
dzmy engineers in a statement tonight. 
Not only must miles of railroads, with 
their narrow gauge spurs, be built, and 
bridges, roads, wharves, and piers con- 
structed and repaired continually, but 
lumber for a score of purposes must be 
cut from. the forests of France by a 
regiment of trained foresters, great un- 
dergtound .electric power houses must 
be established to supply current to the 
trenches and dugouts, scores of wells 
must be drilled, and miles of water pipes 
laid through American damn cities some- 
where in. France. 

. Sign painters and artis will have to 
be taught the craft of camouflage to 
conceal . military operations from the 
enemy, expert miners will direct vast 
underground. burrowing; battle maps of 
enemy territory must be made, and a 
multitude of hosplftals, refrigerating 
plant&, and machine n are to be con- 
structed. 


Must Build Big . 
“The value of railroad materials and 
rolling stock alone, now being  pur- 
chased,” the statement says, is about 
five times that of all purchases made 
annually in this country for the Panama 
canal @uring the last four or five years. 
“ American’ engineers will equip the 
wharver and piers.in France utilized by 
American forces with the terminal fa- 
cilities required by our armies. 

“It is the duty of the corps of ongi- 
neers to furnish an adequate water sup- 
ply for the large bodies. of men sudden- 
ly placed in localities where the entire 
water supply is already needed for the 
emall civilian population. 


Carry Own Rolling Stock. 

“The engineers’ corps will carry its 
own rolling stock to the theatér of war. 
This, in itself, will be a gigantic opera · 
tion. 

“Special mining companies will be 
formed for the purpose of carrying on 
the intricate operations involved in mod- 
ern trench warfare. For this work ex- 
pert miners will be chosen. 

“The engineers will go into the study 
of battle mapmaking on a large scale, 
under expert British and French in- 
‘ gtructors. Battlefield illumination with 
searchlights, trench lights, flares, star 
bombs, and rifle grenades will be handled 
by our engineers. Appliances for this 
Work wit be of American manufacture. 


Jobs for Artists. 

Camouflage, the modern war art of 
reducing the visibility .of. objects, must 
be applied for the protecfion of our 
troops, artillery, etc., in France, and our 
engineers are making this subject their 
special study. Well known artists and 
experts in color effects will precede these 
engineers. 

“Every effort is being’ made to put 
through the work on hand without clog- 
ging the machinery. It will be the en- 
deavor of the engineers to prepare ac- 
commodations ahead of troops as fast 
as they are sent over to the front, but 
they will not try to provide for our en-

Accomplished, the story would 
be startling in itself. But the backbone’ 
of its membership is made up of hun- 
dreds of scientists who abhor sensation. 
“The public need expect no black 
magic or sensational marvels from ifs, ae 
said Dr. George E. Hale, once of Chi- 
cago and the Yerkes observatory, who 
is chairman of the national research 
council. ‘‘It is our work to help ap- 
pl the principles of science to the prob- 
lems of war. We are striving to add 
certain useful devices and discoveries 
to the resources of the military and 
naval arms of the government.“ 


Superb Organization. 

It would not be fair to the research 
council to allow the modesty of its 
chairman to obscure the importance of 
its work. Certainly in its great task of 
winning the war with Germany the 
United States is to have the full support 

its scientists. Perhaps never has a 
country at war—not even Germany itself 
—had behind it in a great national crisis 
such a complete and comprehensive or- 
ganization of scientific men. 

Hundreds of research scientists, aided 
by close conference with leaders of the 
great engineering societies, with mis-

Visibility “a N a 

One of its subcommittees has com- 
pleted elaborate tests at sea on various 
physical devices designed to increase 
the visibility of periscopes and has 
made recommendations which have been 
favorably considered by the authorities 
of the navy. It has also made recom- 
mendatiéns regarding the gelection and 
training. of lookout men on ships, which 
the navy has under e¢onsideration, in 
connection with reports submitted in 
the same new field by the subcommit- 
tee on psychology. 
The research council puts at the im- 
mediate disposal of the government the 
counsel and suggestions of the most 
eminent scientists in America. Thus, 
when the recent scientific mission sent 
to Europe by the council returned home 
a meeting was called here in Washing- 
ton at which forty leading physicists 
were present. Also in attendance were 
the scientinc. and naval missions from 
our European allies and the experts of 
our own naval department. The sub- 
ject under discussion was measures of 
offense and defense against the subma- 
rine. 


| Laboratories in Wee 
The men sent abroad by the council re- 
ported, and what they said was amplified 
by the members of the French and Eng- 
lish ‘missions. Then the whole subject 
was discussed in all its angles and the 
problem divided up into specific prob- 
lems. Just what progress was reported 
may not be stated, but it is revealing no 
secret to say that in many research 
laboratories the brightest minds in the 
country are now hard at work—and each 
man has his own job laid out for him. 
It is fascinating to go over the work 
under way by all the many subcommit- 
tees. The engineering committee, for 
instance, has been investigating the 
question of error in gun fire from a roll- 
ing ship and has made suggestions to the 


from Great Britain, France, and Italy, 
and with experts of the army and navy, 
are devoting most of their time to the 
solution of war probleme.
